Attention ia invited to the following state- 


ment of facts in regard to those watches, 
and some considerations why they should 
be prefered to thoso of foreign manufacture. 


Their sale has been constantly on the in- 


crease ever since the business was com- 
menced, now some years ago j thus proving 
that they have grown into popular favor 
ihrouyh their intrinsic, merits. AH an evi- 
dence of the extent to which they have 
received the endorsement of the public, we 
may state, that upwards of thirty thousand 
of them arc now in daily use in the United 
States, giving perfect satisfaction to their 
owners.

The question whi«h Gen. Butler asks the 


administration to decide for him, is practic 
al and not political in iH nature. What 
shall bo done with tho slaves at Fortress 
Monroe whoso rebel masters have abandon- 
ed them ? They are not fugitive slaves, 
and cannot bo returned under that or any 
other law. They are butnan beings, able to 
help us in the contest with the rebels ; and 
if permitted to fall into tho hands of the 
enemy, will bo of great use to him in vari- 
ous ways in conducting the war. Shall we 
abandon some nine hundred of them who 
are protected by tho fortress, drive them 
away by force, and thus give aid and com 
fort to the enemy ? Gen. Butler recognizes 
tha claims of these poor people on the 
ground of humanity, as well as because o 
the probability of their being used fur the 
benefit of tho enuray. " If," says he, ' 
ahould bo objected that human beings were 
brought to the free enjoyment of life, liber 
ty aid the pursuit of happiness, such objec 
tion might not require much consideration.' 
Certainly not; its inhumanity and the nar 
row and bigoted predjudice which would be 
apparent in such an objection, would cause 
it to bo dismissed without further thought 


If thedo slaves are kept at tha fortress or 


in our camps, what is to be done with them ? 
Employ the men in throwing up entrench 
ments ; tho women in cooking and washing 
for the soldiers ; and thus let them support 
themselves upon their wages. 


But if the camp is removed, and no work 


needed from them, shall these people follow 
and be supported at the nation's expense ? 
We answer yes, if they cannot be usefully 
employed by the army. They are paupers, 
and must not be permitted to die of starva- 
tion. 
We cannot think, at this time, of 


transporting the in out of the country. It 
would cost too much, and would deprive the 
south of laborers, who will be needed more 
than ever when peace returns. Why not 
enroll as many of them in the army as sap- 
pers and miners as may he needed 7 
They 


might be employed also aa teamsters, and 
to perform menial service in tho camps to 
relieve our volunteers, paying them wages. 


In many places, as the army advances, 


the traitors will not only abandon their ne- 
groes, but their houses and lands ; why not 
install negro families in theae, allotting, for 
the time being, a proper share to each; en 
couraging them to cultivate tho soil—to 
raise crops and stock for their own subsist- 
ence. While doing this they should be sure 
of the protection of ihe government. When 
their masters return, if they ever do, the 
slaves, having been abandoned, should be 
tree ; while tbe land question may remain 
for future settlement. 


During the war, this negro question will 


constantly present itself, and must be set- 
tled. We would go further than Gen. But- 
ler, and acknowledge all the slaves of rebel 
masters to be free, whether they are aban 
doned or not; but as far aa he has gone, 
and wo think he has made decided progress 
in tha right direction, he will receive the 
aupport of the people, who are anxious that 
"the cause of tho war" shall ba disposed o! 
by tho war. 


Wo see Gen. Clellan lauded for the 


raany reforms he haa already instituted in 
the army at Washington. He will have or 
der and discipline—he ia in favor of ban 
iahing the grog shops—keeps hia officers 
and soldiers out of the city—and attends 
personally to all the details of hia camp, 
"We notice, too, that he calls for plenty ol 
artillery, and more cavalry. Can any body 
tell why nil thia waa not attended before 
Gen. McClellan went to Washington? 
Whatever the answer may be, the people 
are thankful for the change, though it feai 
beeu at the cost of many lives and deep 
humiliation.

SIR : By an order received on the morn- 


ing of the 26th July from Major-General 
Dix, by a telegraphic order from Lieuten- 
ant-General Scott, I waa commanded to for 
ward, of the troops of this department, 
four regiments uud ft half, including Col. 
Baker's California regiment, to Washing- 
tou, via Baltimore. This order reached me 
at two o'clock n. in,, by specinl boat from 
Baltimore. 
Up to and at the time of the 


order, I had been preparing for an advance 
movement by which I hoped to cripple the 
resources of the enemy at Yorktowii, and 
especially by seizing a large quantity of 
negroes who were being pressed into their 
service in building the entrenchments there. 
Thia ordering away the troops from this de- 
partment, while it weakened the posts at 
Newport News, necessitated the wjthdruwp.l 
of the troops from Hampton, where I was 
then throwing tip intrenched works to ena- 
ble me to hold tbe town with 11 small force, 
while I advanced up the York or James 
river. In the village of Hampton there 
were a large number of negroes, composed 
in a great measure of women and children 
of the men who had fled thither within my 
lines for protection, who had escaped from 
marauding parties of rebels who had been 
gathering up able-bodied blacks to nid them 
in constructing their batteries on the James 
and York rivers. 
I had employed the men 


in Hampton in throwing up intrenchments, 
and they working zealously and efficiently 
at that duty, saving our soldiers from thiit 
labor under the gleam of tho mid-day sun. 
The women were earning substantially their 
own subsistence in washing, marketing, 
and taking care of the clothes of the sold- 
iera, and rations were being served out to 
men who worked for tbe support of the 
children. But by the evacuation of Hamp- 
ton, rendered necessary by tho withdrawal 
of troops, leaving me scarcely 5,000 men 
outside the fort, including the forcu at New- 
port News, all these black people were 
obliged to break up tbeir homes nt Hamp- 
ton, fleeing across the creek within tny lines 
for protection and support. Indeed it WUM 
a most distressing sight, to see these poor 
creatures, who had trusted to the protect- 
ion of the arms of the United States, and 
who aided tbe troops of the United States 
in their enterprise, to be thus obliged to flee 
from their homes and the homes of their 
masters, who had deserted them, and be- 
come hot fugitives from fear of the return 
of the rebel soldiery, who had threatened 
to shoot the men who had wrought for us, 
and to carry off the women, who had served 
us, to a worse than Egyptian bondage. I 
have therefore now within the Peninsula, 
this side of Hampton creek, 900 negroes, 
300 of whom 'are able-bodied men, HO of 
whom are men substantially past hard la- 
bor, 175 women, 2'25 children under tho n«»e 
f 10 yeaw, and 170 between 10 and 18 
•ears, aud many more coining in. The 
^estions which this state of fuutd presents 
re very embarrassing. 
" First—What shall be donu with them ? 


and Second, What ia their state and condi- 
ion? 
'' Upon these questions I desire the in- 


tractions of the department. 
'' The first question, however, may per- 


laps be answered by considering tho last. 
Are these men, women and children slaves? 
Are they freo? Is their condition that of 
iien, women and children, or that of prop- 
erty, or is it a mixed relation ? What thuir 
•talus waa under the constitution and laws 
we all know. What haa been the effect of 
rebellion and a f,tato of war upon that stat- 
us / 
When I adopted the theory of treat- 


ing the able-bodied negroes Jit to work 


reasoning, I should tak« a widely diffeiont 
course from that which it indicated. 


In a loyal state I would pat down a ser- 


vile insurrection. In a state of rebellion I 
would confiscate that which was used to op- 
pose my arms, and take all that property 
which constituted the wealth of that state 
and furnished tbe means by which the w&r 
is prosecuted, besides being the -'ause of 
the war ; and if, in so doing, it should be 
objected that human beings were brought 
to the free enjoyment of life, liberty and tha 
pursuit of happiness, such objection might 
not require much consideration. 


Pardon me for addressing the accretarv 


of war directly upon this question, aa it in- 
volves some political considerations as v>»ll 
as propriety of military action.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. 


Genera' Order No. 45, which prohibits 


volunteers who do not apeak the English 
language from being uiustorcu into tho ser- 
vice, is now officially explained. It ia not 
intended to app'.y to regiments or compa- 
nies of foreign nations only, in wbich men 
and officers sntak the same tongue, but to 
prevent the enlistment, in regiments or com- 
pauiea where officers only speak English, of 
men not understanding it. 


The twenty-ninth section of tho act ap- 


proved July, 1838, granting three months' 
extra pay in lieu of bounty to soldiers wLo 
may re-enlist, and the third section of the 
act approved June, 1^50, granting a boun- 
ty equal to transportation from New York 
to soldiers who may re-enlist from distant 
states, having beea repeated by the act ap- 
proved August 3d, 1861* in future no such 
bounties will be paid. Hereafter, when vol- 
unteers are to be mustered into the service 
of the United States, they will at the same 
time be minutely examined by the surgeon 
and assistant surgeon of the regiment, to 
ascertain whether they have the physical 
qualifications necessary for the military ser- 
vice.

as property liable to be used in aid of rebel- 
lion, and so contraband of war, that condi- 
tion of things was far met as I then and 
still believe, on a legal and constitutional 
basis. But now a new series of questions 
arise. Passing by women, the children 
certainly cannot be treated on timt basirf; 
if property, they must be copsidered the in- 
cumbrance, rather than the auxiliary of the 
army, and, of course, in no possible legal 
relation, could be treated as contraband.— 
Are they property 1 If they are so, they 
have bee'n lefc by their masters and owners, 
deserted, thrown away, abandoned, like the 
wrecked vessel upon the ocean. 
Their for- 


mer possesors and owners have causelessly, 
traitorously, rebellioualy, and, to carry out 
tbe figure, practically abandoned thorn to 
be swallowed up by the winter storm of 
starvation. 
If property, do they not become 


the property of the salvors ? but we, their 
salvors, do not need and will not hold such 
property, and will assume no such owner- 
ship ; has not, therefore, all proprietary re- 
lation ceased ? Have they not become, 
thereupon, men, women and children ? No 
longer under ownership of any kind, the 
fearful relicts of fugitive masters, have they 
not by their masters' acts, and the state of 
the war, assumed tho condition which we 
hold to be the normal one, of those mnde in 
God's image? Is not every constitutiotiHl, 
legal and moral requirement, as well to the 
runaway master as their relinquished slaves 
thus answered ? I confess that my own 
mind is compelled by this reasoning to look 
upon them as men and women. If not free 
born, yet free, manumitted, sent forth from 
the hand that held them never to be re- 
claimed. 
" Of course if this reasoning thus imper- 


fectly set forth is correct, my duty as a hu- 
mane man is very plain. I should take the 
same care of these men, women and chil- 
dren, houseless, homslesa, and unprovided 
for, as I would of tha same number of men 
women and children, who for their attach- 
ment to the Union had been driven or al- 
lowed to See from the confederate states. 


I should have no doubt on this question, 


had I uot seen it stated, that au order had 
been issued by Gen. McDowell in his de- 
partment, substantially forbidding all fugi- 
tive slaves from coming within his lines, or 
being harbored there. Is that order to be 
enforced in flll military departments? If 
so, who are to be considered fugitive slaves? 
Is a slave to be considered a fugitive, whose 
master runs away and leaves him ? Is it 
forbidden to the troops to aid or harbor 
within their lines tbe negro children who 
aro found therein, or id tho solditr, when 
their march has destroyed their means of 
subsistence, to allow them to starve because 
ha has driven off the rebel master ? 


How shall the commander of .1 regiment 


or battalion sit in judgment upon the ques- 
tion, whether any given black man has fled 
from his master, or his master fled from 
him ? Indeed, how are the freeborn to be 
distinguished 1 Ia any one more or less a 
fugitive alavo because he has labored upon 
tho rebel intrenchmenta? If he has so la- 
bored, if I understand it, he is to be harbor- 
ed. By the reception of which are the reb- 
els most to be distressed, by taking those 
who have wrought all the rebel masters de- 
sired, masked their battery, or those who 
refused to labor and left their battery un- 
masked. 


I have very decided opinions upon tho 


subject of this order. 
It does not become 


me to criticise it, and I write in no spirit of 
criticism, but simply to explain the full dif- 
ficulties that surround the enforcing it. If 
the enforcement of that order becomes the 
policy of the government, I, as a soldier, 
abail be bound to enforce it steadfastly, if 
not cheerfully. 
But if left to my own dis- 


cretion, as you may have gathered from my

taining ten shipmasters and seamen, who 
had escaped from Fort Oregon, North Car- 
olina. They give some startling intelli- 
gence of the doings off the North Carolina 
coast. At Hutteras Inlet there aro three 
steamers and a pilot-boat—privateers.— 
One of them, the Gordon, ran the blockade 
at Charleston, and the whole coast, up to 
Hatteras Inlet, ten days ago, since when 
she haa captured the brig W. H. McGilvey, 
of Bangor, from the Carolinas, with molas- 
ses, and the schooner Proctor, from Cuba, 
with fruit. All the privateers are armed 
with rifled cannon. 
Newburgh, North Car- 


olina, is the headquarters of the pirates. 
The gun-boats aro being collected and 
mounted at Norfolk, to be taken down the 
canal. Tho bark Glen, of Portland, with 
government coal, was captured a week ago, 
and taken into Beaufort, North Carolina. 


Tbe refugees state that the confederates 


scarcely regard the coast blockade at all. 
During all this time several gun-boats have 
been quietly anchored at Old Point. 


The frigate Wabash has arrived from 


Charleston for coal and water, having been 
relieved by the Roanoke. Sho captured 
tbe Mary Alice, of New York, which had 
been taken by the piratical schooner Dixie.

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 


QUINCY, Il!.r Aug. 7. 


A band of rebels numbering n thousand 


or twelve hundred made an attack upon a 
camp of Union men at Athena, Mo., on 
Monday morning last at 5 o'clock. 
There 


was considerable amount of arms and am- 
munition for the United States troopa stor- 
ed at thia place under the guard of troops 
com posing thia camp. Th« United States 
volunteers numbered about 750, under the 
command of Capt. Moore. The fighting 
lasted one hour, when tho rebela retreated. 
Meantime, Capt. Mooro having been rein- 
forced by about 150 men from Centralia, 
Iowa, on the opposite side of the river, gave 
chase after the rebela for about a mile and 
a half, killing one of their number, and tak- 
ing 18 prisoners ; also capturing 31 lioracs 
and two secession flags. Several rebels 
wounded in the chase : after the battle six 
or eight rebels found dead on the field. In 
the afternoon a bearer of a rebel flng of 
truce to the Union camp admitted that they 
carried away over 11 killed, and aa many 
more were wounded and missing. The reb- 
ela were led by Martin Green, brother of 
ex-Senator Jim Green. Of the Union men 
!J were killed and 8 wounded. Athens is n 
small town in extreme northeast Missouri, 
on Des Moinea river, 25 to 30 railea west of 
Keokuk. It ia reported that the Union for- 
cea, having been further reinforced by 500 
to 600 troopa from Iowa, have taken up 
their linn of march on Monday night in pur- 
suit of the rebela. They camped 80 mites 
from Athena, and a fight has no doubt tak- 
en place nt that place unless the rebela ran. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 8. 


Our advicea from Gen. Lyon'a army are

The cavalry charge heretofore reported, 


was made by a scouting party sent out to 
ascertain if tbe enemy were approaching. 


After our troops had encamped for tbe

piece of timber, a battery fired upon them, 
and they retreated in hnate.

killed on Saturday. 
We did not lose a man 


and took several prisoners. 
Our army en- 


camped for tho night at Curran. 
On Sun- 


day morning Gun. Lyon determined to re- 
tire to Springfield, as most of the enemy 
are mounted and they might flank him and 
take Springfield.

Sir. Vallandinghatn obediently follows bia 
example in the house. I know that in many 
private aesidencca in this city these demon- 
strations are applauded, and the defeat of 
our army celebrated with ecstatic saturna- 
lias, These parties are not alone hostile to 
all free government, not merely the infuriat- 
ed foes of the United States, but they are 
inflated with* the belief that the war com- 
menced upon the authorities of the govern- 
ment, will close in tbeir complete triumph. 
When tho federal power is fully restored at 
this point, and when tbe majesty of the law 
can no longer be insulted with impunity, it 
will bo the first duty of the president and of 
Gen. McCIellan to root out all covert and 
overt treason from every community over 
which the flag of our country is permitted 
to float, beginning with Washington. This 
duty, rigorously discharged, will, however, 
be preceeded by demonstrations of far 
greater consequence. It is especially that 
we may be prepared for these demonstra- 
tions, that I have ventured to speak in such 
candid language in thia correspondence.

PllOOK THAT THK REBELS WERE 


—The secession correspondent of the Louis- 
ville Courier, " Se Do Kay," after describ- 
ing Bcauregard's discovery that Tyler's at- 
tack on tho centre of tho rebel position was 
only a feint, says the troops were marched 
at double .quick to that part of tbe field 
" from which he had been driven back some 
two miles. 
Now came the tug of war.— 


The fortunes of the day were evidently 
against us. Some of our best officers were 
stain, and the flower of our army lay strewn 
on the field, ghastly iu death or gaping with 
wounds. At noon the cannonading is de- 
scribed as terrific. It was an incessant 
roar for more than two hours. Tho havoc 
and devastation at this time being fearful. 
McDowell was just in tha act of possessing 
himself of the railway to Richmond. Then 
all would have beeu lost. But most oppor- 
tunely, I may say providentially, tt this 
•juncture, Gen. Johnston, with the remnant 
of his division, re-appeared and made one 
other desperate struggle to obtain the van- 
tage ground. Now hope again dawned up- 
on us," Ac. Then cam« the strange retreat 
and panic on our aide. 


Next in order, we select (from a special 


despatch to the Charleston Mercury,) the 
account of the death of Gen. Bee, who was 
in rommand of tbe South Carolinians at 
the point above described by tho Louisville 
correspondent. " The brunt of the morn- 
ing's battle waa sustained by his (Bee's) 
command until half past twelve o'clock.— 
Overwhelmed by superior numbers, and 
compelled to yield to a fire timt swept every- 
thing before it, Gen. Bee rode up and down 
his lines, encouraging his troops, by every- 
thing that was dear to them to stand up and 
repel tho tide timt threatened them with 
destruction. 
At lust—his own brigade 


dwindled to a mere handful, with every field 
officer killed or disabled—he rode up to 
Gen.'Jiiekaon and said :" General, thoy 
are beating us back.'1 Hero follows a de- 
scription of Gen. Beo'a lost charge and 
death, which not bearing on the point we 
desire to dcvelope, is omitted. 


Such are the accounts of the buttle of 


Manusaas, written from the battle-field to 
Louisville, Richmond, and to Charleston, 
by the rebels themselves. A fair study of 
them, as narrated by these southern wit- 
nesses, instead of having a depressing ef- 
fect, should inspire our soldiers with confi- 
dence, and have a cheering effect upon the 
Union cause. They prove that " tho flower 
of the southern army" were "beaten back 
two miles," until "iho result hung tremb- 
ling in the balance;" or, an described by 
another, until " the fortunea of tbe day were 
against" them ; that the rebels were" com- 
pelled to yield before a fire that swept every- 
thing before it, and threatened destruction 
to them ;" that McDowell was nearly pos- 
sessed of tho railway to Richmond," wheu 
"all would have been lost;'' that "large 
numbers" of the rebels " were leaving 
the field, exhausted by the long 'strug- 
gle, and bringing the mostgloomy reports;" 
and finally, that Johnson, in the agony of 
spirit exacted by his apparent discomfit- 
ure, exclaimed : " Oh, for four regiments 1" 
and nothing but the opportune and unex- 
pected arrival of these, saved the rebel 
army from destruction.

Ths question whieh Gen. Butler asks the

Gen. Butler recognizes 
tha claims of these poor people on the 
ground of humanity, as well as because of 
the probability of their being used for the 
benefit of the enemy. " If," saya he, " it 
should be objected that human beings were 
brought to the free enjoyment of life, liber- 
ty und the pursuit of happiness, such objec- 
tion might not require much consideration." 
Certainly not; its inhumanity and the nar- 
row and bigoted predjudice which would be 
apparent in such an objection, would cause 
it to be dismissed without further thought. 


If these slaves are kept at the fortress or 


in onr camps, what is to be done with them ? 
Employ the men in throwing up entrench- 
ments ; the women in cooking and washing 
for the soldiers ; and thus let them support 
themselves upon their wages. 


But if the camp is removed, and no work 


needed from them, shall these people follow 
and be supported at the nation's expense ? 
We answer yes, if they cannot be usefully 
employed by the army. 
They are paupers, 


and must not be permitted to die of starva- 
tion. 
We cannot think, at this time, of 


transporting them out of the country. It 
would cost too much, and would deprive the 
south of laborers, who will be needed more 
than ever when peace returns. 
Why not 


enroll as many of them in the army as sap- 
pers and miners as may be needed ? They 
might be employed also as teamsters, and 
to perform menial service in the camps to 
relieve our volunteers, paying them wages. 


In many places, as the army advances, 


the traitors will not only abandon their 
groes, but their houses and lands ; why not 
install negro families in these, allotting, for 
the time being, a proper share to each ; en 
couraging them to cultivate the soil—to 
raise crops and stock for their own subsist 
ence. While doing this they should be sure 
of the protection of the government. When 
their masters return, if they ever do, the 
slaves, having been abandoned, should be 
free : while the land question may remain 
for future settlement. 


During the war, this negro question will 


constantly present itself, and must be set- 
tled. We would go further than Gen. But- 
ler, and acknowledge all the slaves of rebel 
roasters to be free, whether they are aban- 
doned or not; but as far as he has gone, 
and we think he has made decided progress 
in the right direction, he will receive the 
support of the people, who are anxious thai 
"the cause of the war" shall be disposed of 
by the war. 


• We see Gen. Clellan landed for the 


many reforms he has already instituted in 
the army at Washington. 
He will have or- 


der and discipline—he is in favor of ban- 
ishing the grog shops—keeps his officers 
and soldiers out of the city—and attends 
personally to all the details of his camp. 
We notice, too, that he calls for plenty of 
artillery, and more cavalry. Can any body 
tell why all this was not attended before 
Gen. McClellan went to Washington? 
Whatever the answer may be, the people 
are thankful for the change, though it has 
been at the cost of many lives and deep 
humiliation. 


DIRECT TAX.—Congress passed a law, at 


the late session, to levy a direct tax of $20,- 
000,000 upon real estate, and three per 
cent on incomes over $800 per annum.— 
Every resident is entitled to an exemption 
of $500. The definition of incomes will 
probably be nett profits. The states are al- 
lowed 15 per cent for collecting the tax, 
otherwise the United States government 
appoints officers for that pnrpose. 'The 
amount for Wisconsin is $519,688, to be 
collected in 1862. 


TREASURY NOTES.—Congress authorized 


the secretary of the treasury to issue notes df 
the denomination of $5, $10 and .$20, paya- 
ble in specie on demand, redeemable at such 
points as the secretary may direct, without 
interest. These notes will have a wide and 
general circulation, and will be largely used 
in exchange dealings with different parts of 
the country, as they will be at par -every- 
wher.fi.

"Son. Simon CUnwron, Secretary of War: 


3iR: By an order received on the morn- 


ing of the 26th July from Major-General 
Dix, by a telegraphic order from Lieuten- 
ant-General Scott, I was commanded to 
for- 


ward, of the troops of this department, 
four regiments and a half, including Col. 
Baker's California regiment, to Washing- 
ton, via Baltimore. 
This order reached me 


at two o'clock a. m., by special boat from 
Baltimore. Up to and at the time of the 
order, I had been preparing for an advance 
movement by which I hoped to cripple the 
resources of the enemy at Yorktown, and 
especially by seizing a large quantity of 
negroes who were being pressed into their 
service in building the entrenchments there. 
This ordering away the troops from this de- 
partment, while it weakened the posts at 
Newport News, necessitated the withdrawal 
of the troops from Hampton, where I was 
then throwing up intrenched works to ena- 
ble me to hold the town with a small force, 
while I advanced up the York or James 
river. 
In the village of Hampton there 


were a large number of negroes, composed 
in a great measure of women and children 
of the men who had fled thither within my 
lines for protection, who had escaped from 
marauding parties of rebels who had been 
gathering up able-bodied blacks to aid them 
in constructing their batteries on the James 
and York rivers, 
I had employed the men 


in Hampton in throwing up intrenchments, 
and they working zealously and efficiently 
at that duty, saving our soldiers from thnt 
labor under the gleam of the mid-day sun. 
The women were earning substantially their 
own subsistence in washing, marketing, 
and taking care of the clothes of the sold- 
iers, and rations were being served out to 
men who worked for the support of the 
children. But by the evacuation of Hamp- 
ton, rendered necessary by the withdrawal 
of troops, leaving me scarcely 5,000 men 
outside the fort, including the force at New- 
port News, all these black people were 
obliged to break up their homes at Hamp- 
ton, 6eeing across the creek within ray lines 
for protection and support. Indeed it was 
a most distressing sight, to see these poor 
creatures, who had trusted to the protect- 
ion of the arms of the United States, and 
who aided the troops of the United States 
in their enterprise, to be thus obliged to flee 
from their homes and the homes of their 
masters, who had deserted thorn, and be- 
come hot fugitives from fear of the return 
of the rebel soldiery, who had threatened 
to shoot the men who had wrought for us, 
and to carry off the women, who had served 
us, to a worse than Egyptian bondage. J 
have therefore now within the Peninsula, 
this side of Hampton creek, 900 negroes, 
300 of whom "are able-bodied men, ,'iO of 
whom are men substantially past hard la- 
bor, 
175 women, 225 children under the age 


of 10 years, and 170 between 10 and 18 
years, and many more coming in. The 
questions which this state of facts presents 
are very embarrassing. 


" First—What shall be dona with them ? 


and Second, What is their state and condi- 
tion ? 


" Upon these questions I desire the in- 


structions of the department. 


" The first question, however, may per- 


haps be answered by considering the last. 
Are these men, women and children slaves? 
Are they free? Is their condition that o! 
men, women and children, or that of prop- 
erty, or is it a mixed relation ? What their 
status was under the constitution and laws 
we all know. What has been the effect o 
rebellion and a atate of war upon that slat 
us ? When I adopted the theory of treat 
ing the able-bodied negroes fit to work 
as property liable to be used in aid of rebel 
lion, and so contraband of war, that condi 
tion of things was far met as I then anc 
still believe, on a legal and constitutiona 
basis. But now a new series of questions 
arise. Passing by women, the childrei 
certainly cannot be treated on that basis 
if property, they must be copsidered the in 
cumbrance, rather than the auxiliary of th 
army, and, of course, in no possible lega 
relation, could be treated as contraband.— 
Are they property ? If they are so, thej 
have been left by^their masters and owners 
deserted, thrown away, abandoned, like th 
wrecked vessel upon the ocean. Their for 
mer possesors and owners have causelessly 
traitorously, rebelliously, and, to carry ou 
the figure, practically abandoned them tc 
be swallowed up by the winter storm o 
starvation. If property, do they not becomi 
the property of the salvors ? but we, the! 
salvors, do not need and will not hold sue! 
property, and will assume no such ownei 
ship ; has not, therefore, all proprietary re 
lation ceased ? Have they not become 
thereupon, men, women and children ? Nc 
longer under ownership of any kind, th 
fearful relicts of fugitive masters, have thej 
not by their masters' acts, and the state o 
the war, assumed the condition which w 
hold to be the normal one, of those made in 
God's image? Is not every constitutional 
legal and moral requirement, as well to th' 
runaway master as their relinquished slave 
thus answered ? I confess that my ow 
mind is compelled by this reasoning to loo 
upon them as men and women. If not fVe 
botn, yet free, manumitted, sent forth from 
the hand that held them never to be re 
claimed. 
" Of course if this reasoning thus imper 


fectly set forth is correct, my duty as a hu 
mane man is very plain. I should take tb 
same care of these men, women and chi 
dren, houseless, homeless, and unprovide 
for", as I would of the same number of men 
women'and children, who for their attach 
meat to the Union had been driven or al 
lowed to flee.from the confederate States. 


I should have no doubt on this question 


had. I not seen it stated, that an order hai 
been issued by Gen.. McDowell in his de 
partment, substantially forbidding 'all fug 
live slaves from coming within his lines, o 
being harbored- there. 
Is that order to b 


enforced in all military departments ? I 
so, who are to be considered fugitive slaves 
Is a slav.e to be considered a fugitive, whos 
master runs away and leaves him ? Is i 
forbidden to the troops to aid or harbo 
within their lines the negro children wh 
are found therein, or is the solditr, when 
their march has destroyed their means o 
subsistence, to allow them to starve becaus 
he has driven off the rebel master ? 


How shall the commander of a regimen 


or battalion sit in judgment upon the ques 
tion, whether any given black man has flee 
from his master, or his master fled from 
him^? Indeed, how are the freeborn to b 
distinguished? Is any one more or less a 
fugitive slave because he has labored upon 
the rebel intrenchments ? If he has so la 
bored, if, I understand it, he is to be harbor 
ed. By the reception of which are the reb 
els most to be distressed, by taking those 
who have wrought all the rebel masters de 
sired, masked their battery, or those whc 
refused to labor and left their battery un 
masked. 


I have very decided opinions upon th 


subject of thfg order. It does not becora- 
me to criticise it, and I write in no spirit o 
criticism, but simply to explain the full dil 


easoning, I should tak« a widely different 
ourse from that which it indicated. 


In a loyal state I would pat down a ser- 


ile insurrection. In a state of rebellion I 
would confiscate that which was used to op- 
>ose my arms, and take all that property 
which constituted the wealth of that state 


nd furnished the means by which the war 


prosecuted, besides being the cause of 
war ; and if, in so doing, it should be 


bjected that human beings were brought 
o the free enjoyment of life, liberty and the 
ursuit of happiness, such objection might 
ot require much consideration. 
Pardon me for addressing the secretary

boast that they will hem us ia within this 
ten miles square ; and in our streats and 
public places, in the hotels and houses of 
:ongress—yes, even in our pulpits—they 
heap scorn upon the flag of onr fathers, de- 
ride the lessons of the revolution, attack 
the constitution and insolently defy the pub- 
lic authorities. 
Mr. Breckeuridge threat- 


ens the president from his place in the sen- 
ate, surpasses Rhett and Yancey in the vi- 
lence of his denunciations of the prepara- 
tions to preserve the government, and open- 
ly visits the secession prisoners in our jails, 
holding familiar conversation with them.— 
Mr. Yallandingham obediently follows his 
example in the house. I know that in many 
private aesidences iu this city these demon- 
strations are applauded, and the defeat of 
onr army celebrated with ecstatic saturna- 
lias. 
These parties are not alone hostile to 


all free government, not merely the infuriat- 
ed foes of the United States, but they are 
inflated with^ the belief that the war com- 
menced upon the authorities of the govern- 
ment, will close in their complete triumph.

PROOF THAT THK REBELS WERE BEATEN. 


—The secession correspondent of the Louis- 
ville Courier, " Se De Kay," after describ- 
ing Beauregard's discovery that Tyler's at- 
tack on the centre of the rebel position was 
only a feint, says the troops were marched 
Rt double .quick to that part of the field 
" from which he had been driven back some 
two miles. Now came the tug of war.— 
The fortunes of the day were evidently 
against us. Some of our best officers were 
slain, and the flower of our army lay strewn 
on the field, ghastly in death or gaping with 
wonnds. At noon the cannonading is de- 
scribed as terrific. It was an incessant 
roar for more than two hours. 
The havoc 


and devastation at this time being fearful. 
McDowell was just in the act of possessing 
himself of the railway to Richmond. Then 
all would have been lost. But most oppor- 
tunely, I may say providentially, at this 
juncture, Gen. Johnston,.with the remnant 
of his division, re-appeared and made one 
other desperate struggle to obtain the van- 
tage ground. Now hope again dawned up- 
on us," &c. Then came the strange retreat 
and panic on our side. 


Next in order, we select (from a, special 


despatch to the Charleston- Mercury,) the 
account of the death of Gen. Bee, who was 
in command of the South Carolinians at 
the point above described by the Louisville 
correspondent. " The brunt of the;, morn- 
ing's , battle was sustained by his (Bee's) 
command until half past twelve o'clock.— 
Overwhelmed by superior numbers, and 
compelled to yield to a fire that swept every- 
thing before it, Gen. Bee rode up and down 
his lines, encouraging his troops, by every- 
thing that wag dear to them to stand up and 
repel the tide that threatened them with 
destruction. 
At last—his own brigade 


dwindled to a mere handful, with every field 
officer killed or disabled—he rode up to 
Gen1. 'Jackson and said : " Generals they 
are beating us back." Hero follows a de- 
scription of Gen. Bee's last charge and 
death,'which not bearing on the point we 
desire to develope, is omitted. 


Such are the accounts of the'battle of 


Manassas, written from the battle-field to 
Louisville, Richmond, and to Charleston, 
by the rebels themselves. 
A fair study of 


them, as narrated by these southern wit- 
nesses, instead of having a depressing ef- 
fect, should inspire our soldiers with confi- 
dence, and have a cheering effect upon the 
Uniou cause. They prove that " the flower 
of the southern army" were "beaten back 
two miles," until "the result hung tremb- 
ling in the balance;" or, as described by 
another, until " the fortunes of the day were 
against" them ; that the rebels were" com- 
pelled to yield before a fire that swept every- 
thing before it, and threatened destruction 
to them;}f^that ivtcDowell' was .nearly pos- 
sessed of the railway to Richmond," when 
"all: would i have been, lost;" that "large 
numbers" of the rebels "were .leaving 
the field, exhausted by the'long'strug- 
gle, an'd bringing the'm'bst gloomy reports;!{ 
and finally, that Johnson, in the ago ay of 
spirit exacted by his apparent discomfit- 
ure, exclaimed ":' "Oh, for four regiments^" 
and nothing but the opportune and unex- 
pected; arrival of these, saved the reBel 
army from destruction. 


"Well, Mr. J;, ho'w did you get'through 


the 4th?" " Oh, very well indeed, Lnt it 
was the 5th that troubled me."

SILVER CRKKK BRANCH, July 20. 


We bave been encamped at this poiut the 


last five days, to recruit our animals. We 
loavo here to-morrow morning for Great 
Salt Lake City, which is twenty five or sev- 
en miles distant. I drove to the city three 
days ago, to do sorau business and make ar- 
rangements for stopping there two nigtitj. 
We wired the Church Corral,—bought hay 
for fifteen dollars per tou. All kinds of 
grain aro one price, from oata to wlient, 
$1,50 per bushel. 


The valley looks small to me, and ap- 


pears to be overrun with settlers. All of 
Ihe little fertile patches in the canons ure 
settled by the poor. I think it a hard place 
for poor people. 


The road from here to the city, one hull' 


of tha way, follows down the most diatmil 
canons. After leaving their mouth, which 
is four miles from the city, wo travel over a 
gravelly beach, and when coming in sight 
of the city, it looks as if it aat in a marsh ; 
bat on nearing it we find it on an elevation 
of dry soil, watered by streams from the 
mountains, which aro in close proximity to 
the city. 


Their tops in apotaare ever covered with 


snow. Water tuna in the gutters of the 
principal streets, which are regularly laid 
out, and very wide. AH tho city lots, ex- 
cept in tho most business part, contain one 
acre, consequently K covens considerable 
ground. I should judge there might be six 
thousand inhabitants. Tho building* arc 
mostly one story and very common, mainly 
built of adobo bricks, although there tire 
some wood buildings. 


Brigham has two large and rather fine 


houses, standing side by side after the Goth- 
ic order, with a large lion laying on the b;il- 
lustrade of the portico over tho front door. 
The samo animal is on their coin, and I 
find them quit* English in all of their viowa. 


Urighaui'a city property is fenced with ft 


high, solid wall, containing a number of 
acres, on the moat elevated part of the city, 
in which are extensive mechanic shops, such 
aa blacksmith, carriage, &c. 
, Our horses and cattle are all doing well, 
and we havfj reason to anticipate a success- 
ful trip. 


We have had little or no sickness except 


a moral ooe, which some are never rid of, 
but we have got rid of such us are the most 
diseased.

GREEK BAY FLIES.—For twenty years— 


and that is about as long as we know any- 
thing of Green. Bay, comes within one of it 
—we have never seen the Green Bay flies 
liy so densely and so far aa they did last 
"Wednesday night. 
At our dormitory ou 


Astor Heights, and three blocks from the 
river, they were in such myriads and mass- 
es at sunset, as positively to intermit the 
vision at a distance of ten or fifteen rods. 
Windows were completely shaded, doors 
choked up, shrubbery overborne, and trees 
swayed down by them. At the old Aator 
House, twenty years ago, we saw three 
wheelbarrow loads carted from tbe front 
porch of a morning; but then they were 
jonfined to the front street Dearly, and did 
not exceed the (light of last night, in their 
most prolific issues.—Bay City Press. 


One who has not witnessed the phenom- 


enon, above referred to, can scarcely form a 
conception of the countless myriads of these 
insects which throng the banka of the river 
at Green Bay, for two weeks or so in the 
latter part of July. 
! 


The Green Bay fly is a large, brown in- 


sect, the body being about on inch and B 
balf long, with two antennas projecting 
from each end, obliquely upward and about 
tbe length o£ the body. They never cat 
anything, but come with their stock of pro- 
visions for life bound up in their skins, and 
ijroio smaller instead of larger. As their 
provisions spe id, they shrink and crawl out 
!>f their skins, to their very toea, nnd leave 
them stifling to the walla and trees lo 
which they nako fast for tho purpose.— 
They are generally on the wing between 
sunset and dmk, rarely progressing more 
than 50 or 100 yards from the river brink. 


They are so noiseless on tho wing, that 


you cannot hear a single\\f at a distance of 
a foot from the ear, nnd yet when fluttering 
in full force, by these almost infinite num- 
bers, they produce a sound like that of a 
marry breeze in a tree top. Towards the 
close of their season, we have seen them 
and their skins lying six inches deep under 
the trees near the water. They are, perfect- 
ly harmless, not even giving an offensive 
ordor, from such masses of their dead. 


A small variety of the same fly is some- 


times seen about Madison.—Madison Ar- 
ms.

SILVER CREEK BRANCH, July 20. 


We have been encamped at this point the 


last five dajs, to recruit our animals. We 
leave here to-morrow morning for Great 
Salt Lake City, which is twenty five or sev- 
en miles distant. I drove to the city three 
days ago, to do some business and make ar- 
rangements for stopping there two nights. 
We uired the Church Corral,—bought huy 
for fifteen dollars per ton. All kinds of 
grain ara one price, from oats to wheat, 
$1,50 per bushel. 


The valley looks small to me, and ap- 


pears to be overrun with settlers. All of 
the little fertile patches in the canons are 
settled by the poor. I think it a hard place 
for poor people. 


The road from here to the city, one half 


of the way, follows down the most dismal 
canons. Aflerleaving their mouth, which 
is four miles from the city, we travel over a 
gravelly beach, and when coming in sight 
of the city, it looks as if it sat in a marsh ; 
bat on nearing it we find it on an elevation 
of dry soil, watered by streams from the 
mountains, which are in close proximity to 
the city. 


Their tops in spots are ever covered with 


snow. Water runs in the gutters of the 
principal streets, which are regularly laid 
oat, and very wide. All the city lots, ex- 
cept in the moat business part, contain one 
acre, consequently it covers considerable 
ground. I should judge there might be sis 
thousand inhabitants. The buildings are 
mostly one story and very common, mainly 
built of adobe bricks, although there are 
some wood buildings. 


Brigham has two large and rather fine 


houses, standing side by side after the Goth- 
ic order, with a large lion laying on the bal- 
1 as trade of the portico over the front door. 
The same animal is on their coin, and I 
find them quite English in all of their views. 


Brigham's city property is fenced with a 


high, solid wall, containing a number of 
acres, on the most elevated part of the city, 
in which are extensive mechanic shops, such 
as blacksmith, carriage, &c. 
, Our horses and cattle are all doing well, 
and we havf, reason to anticipate a success- 
ful trip. 


We have had little or no sickness except 


a moral one, which some are never rid of, 
but we have got rid of such as are the most 
diseased.

GREEN BAY FLIES".—For twenty years— 


and that is about as long as we know.any- 
hing of Green Bay, comes within, one of it 
—we have never seen the Green Bay flies 
3y so densely aud so far as they did last 
Wednesday night. At our dormitory on 
Astor Heights, and" three blocks from the 
river, they were in such myriads and mass- 
es at sunset, as positively to intermit the 
vision at a distance of ten or fifteen rods. 
Windows were completely shaded, doors 
choked up, shrubbery overborne, and trees 
swayed down by them. At the old Astor 
House, twenty years ago, we saw three 
wheelbarrow loads carted from the front 
porch of a morning; but then they were 
:onfined to the front street nearly, and did 
not exceed the flight of last night, in their 
most prolific issues.—Bay 
Cityfress. 


One who has not witnessed the phenom- 


enon above referred to, can scarcely form a 
conception of the countless myriads of these 
insects which throng the banks of the river 
at Green Bay, for two weeks or so in the 
latter part of July. 


The Green Bay fly is a large, brown in- 


sect, the body being about an inch and a 
balf long, with two antennas projecting 
From each end, obliquely upward and about 
the length of .the body. They never eat 
anything, but come with their stock of pro- 
visions for life bound up in their skins, and 
grow smaller instead of larger. 
As their 


provisions spend, they shrink and crawl put 
of their skins, to their very toes, and leave 
them B tiding to the walls and trees to 
which they make fast for the purpose.— 
They are generally on the wing between 
sunset and dunk, rarely progressing more 
than 50 or 100 yards from the river brink. 


They are so noiseless on the wing, that 


you cannot hear a single fly at a distance of 
a foot from the ear, and yet when fluttering 
in full force, by these almost infinite num- 
bers, they produce a sound like that of a 
merry breeze in a tree top. Towards the 
close of their season, we have seen them 
and their skins lying six inches deep under 
the trees near the water. 
They are perfect- 


ly harmless, not even giving au offensive 
ordor, from such masses of their dead. 


A small variety of the same fly is some- 


times seen about Madison.—Madison Ar- 
gus.

A Question to be Settled. 


The question which Gen. Butler asks the 


administration to decide for him, is practic- 
al and not political in its nature. What 
shall be done with t'ue slaves at Fortress 
Monroe whose rebel masters have abandon- 
ed them ? They are not fugitive slaves, 
and cannot be returned nnder that or any 
other law. They are human beings, able to 
help ns in the contest with the rebels; and 
if oermittcd to fall into the hands of the 
enemy, will be of great use to him in vari- 
ous ways in conducting the war. Shall we 
abandon some nine hundred of them who 
are protected by the fortress, drive them 
away by force, and thus give aid and com- 
fort to the enemy ? Gen. Butler recognizes 
tha claims of these poor people on the 
ground of humanity, as well as because o; 
the probability of their being used for the 
benefit of the enemy. " If," says he, 
should be objected that human beings were 
brought to the free enjoyment of life, Hber 
ty a.nd the pursuit of happiness, such objec 
tion might not require much consideration.' 
Certainly not; its inhumanity and the nar 
row and bigoted predjndice which would be 
apparent in such an objection, would cause 
it to be dismissed without further thought 


If these slaves are kept at the fortress or 


in our camps, what is to be done with them ? 
Employ the men in throwing up entrench- 
ments ; the women in cooking and washing 
for the soldiers ; and thus let them support 
themselves upon their wages. 


But if the camp is removed, and no work 


needed from them, shall these people follow 
and be supported at the nation's expense 7 
"We answer yes, if they cannot be usefully 
employed by the army. They are paupers, 
and must not be permitted to die of starva- 
tion. We cannot think, at this time, of 
transporting them out of the country. It 
would cost too much, and would deprive the 
south of laborers, who will be needed more 
than ever when peace returns. Why not 
enroll as many of them in the army as sap- 
pers and miners as may be needed ? They 
might be employed also as teamsters, and 
to perform menial service in the camps to 
relieve our volunteers, paying them wages. 


la many places, as the army advances, 


the traitors will not only abandon their ne- 
groes, but their houses and lands ; why not 
install negro families in these, allotting, for 
the time being, a proper share to each; en 
couraging them to cultivate the soil—to 
raise crops and stock for their own subsist- 
ence. While doing this they should besnre 
of the protection of the government. When 
their masters return, if they ever do, the 
slaves, having been abandoned, should be 
free; while the land question may remain 
for future settlement. 


During the war, this negro question will 


constantly present itself, and must be set- 
tled. We would go further than Gen. But- 
ler, and acknowledge all the slaves of rebel 
masters to be free, whether they are aban- 
doned or not; but as fer as he has gone, 
and we think he has made decided progress 
in the right direction, he will receive the 
support of the people, who are anxious that 
"the cause of the war" shall be disposed of 
by the war. 


Butler on the Contraband Q,ue»- 
tion. 


The following interesting letter from Gen. 


Butler has been received at the war depart- ' 
ment. It will be read with great interest: 


* HjUBQUABIlnS DCPABTXEKT OF VlBIIXIA, > 


FORTBSSS MOSBOE, July 30, 1861. / 


"Bon. Simon Cameron, Secretary of War: 


SIR: By an order received on the morn- 


ing of the 26th July from Major-General 
Dix, by a telegraphic order from Lieuten- 
ant-General Scott, I was commanded to for 
ward, of the troops of this department, 
four regiments and a half, including Co). 
Baker's California regiment, to Washing- 
ton, via Baltimore. This order reached me 
it two o'clock a. m., by special boat from 
Baltimore. Up to and at the time of the 
order, I had been preparing for an advance 
movement by which I hoped to cripple the 
resources of the enemy at Yorktown, and 
especially by seizing a large quantity of 
negroes who were being pressed into their 
service in building the entrenchments there. 
This ordering away the troops from this de- 
partment, while it weakened the posts at 
Newport News, necessitated the withdrawal 
of the troops from Hampton, where I was 
then throwing up intrenched works to ena- 
ble me to hold the town with a small force, 
while I advanced up the York or James 
river. In the village of Hampton there 
were a large number of negroes, composed 
in a great measure of women and children 
of the men who had fled thither within my 
lines for protection, who had escaped from 
marauding parties of rebels who had been 
gathering up able-bodied blacks to aid them 
in constructing their batteries on the James 
and York rivers. I had employed the men 
in Hampton in throwing up intrenchments, 
and they working zealously and efficiently 
at that duty, saving our soldiers from that 
labor under the gleam of the mid-day suu. 
The women were earning substantially their 
own subsistence in washing, marketing, 
and taking care of the clothes of the sold- 
iers, and rations were being served out to 
men who worked for the support of the 
children. But by the evacuation of Hamp- 
ton, rendered necessary by the withdrawal 
of troops, leaving me scarcely 5,000 men 
outside the fort, including the force at New- 
port News, all these black people were 
obliged to break up their homes at Hamp- 
ton, fleeing across the creek within my lines 
for protection and support. Indeed it was 
a most distressing sight, to see these poor 
creatures, who had trusted to the protect- 
ion of the arms of the United States, and 
who aided the troops of the United States 
in their enterprise, to be thus obliged to flee 
from their homes and the homes of their 
masters, who had deserted them, and be- 
come hot fugitives from fear of the return 
of the rebel soldiery, who had threatened 
to shoot the men who had wrought for us, 
and to carry off the women, who had served 
us, to a worse than Egyptian bondage. I 
have therefore now within the Peninsula, 
this side of Hampton creek, 900 negroes, 
300 of whom 'are able-bodied men, HO of 
whom are men substantially past hard la- 
bor, 175 women, 225 children under the age 


f 10 years, and 170 between 10 and 18 
,ears, and many more coming in. The 
[uestions which this state of facts presents 
.re very embarrassing. 
" First—What shall be done with them ? 


and Second, What is their state and condi- 
ion? 
" Upon these questions I desire the in- 


structions of the department. 


" The first question, however, may per- 


laps be answered by consideriug the last. 
Are these men, women and children slaves? 
Are they free ? Is their condition that ol 
men, women and children, or that of prop- 
erty, or is it a mixed relation ? What their 
status was under the constitution and laws 
we all know. What has been the effect o 
rebellion and a state of war upon that stat 
us f 
When I adopted the theory of treat 


ing the able-bodied negroes fit to work 
as property liable to be used in aid of rebel 
[ion, and ao contraband of war, that condi 
tion of things was far met as I then am 
still believe, on a legal and constitutiona 
basis. But now a new series of questions 
arise. Passing by women, the childrei 
certainly cannot be treated on that basis 
if property, they must be copsidered the in 
cumbrance, rather than the auxiliary of th< 
army, and, of course, in no possible lega 
relation, could be treated as contraband.— 
Are they property ? If they are so, they 
have been left by their masters and owners 
deserted, thrown away, abandoned, like th 
wrecked vessel upon the ocean. Their for 
mer possesors and owners have causelessly 
traitorously, rebelliously, and, to carry ou 
the figure, practically abandoned them to 
be swallowed up by the winter storm o 
starvation. If property, do they not become 
the property of the salvors ? but we, the! 
salvors, do not need and will not hold sue! 
property, and will assume no such owner 
ship ; has not, therefore, all proprietary re 
lation ceased? Have they not become 
thereupon, men, women and children ? Ni

Is i 
forbidden to the troops to aid or harbo 
within their lines the negro children wh 
are found therein, or is the solditr, when 
their march has destroyed their means o 
subsistence, to allow them to starve becaus 
he has driven off the rebel master ? 


How shall the commander of a regimen 


or battalion sit in judgment upon the ques 
tion, whether any given black man has flee 
from his master, or his master fled from 
him ? Indeed, how are the freeborn to b 
distinguished ? Is any one more or less a 
fugitive slave becauss he has labored upo: 
the rebel intrenchments ? If he has so la 
bored, if I understand it, he is to be harbor 
ed. By the reception of which are the reb 
els most to be distressed, by taking those 
who have wrought all the rebel masters de 
sired, masked their battery, or those who 
refused to labor and left their battery un 
masked. 


I have very decided opinions upon th 


subject of this order. It does not becora 
me to criticise it, and I write in no spirit c 
criticism, but simply to explain the full dif 
Acuities that surround the enforcing it. I 
the enforcement of that order becomes th 
policy of the government, I, as a soldier 
shall be bonnd to enforce it steadfastly, i 
not cheerfully. 
But if left to my own dis

In a state of rebellion I 
ould confiscate that which was nscd to op- 
ose my arms, and take all that property 
hich constituted the wealth of that state 
nd furnished the means by which the war 


prosecuted, besides being the cause of 


16 war ; and if, ia so doing, it should be 
bjected that human beings were brought 
3 the free enjoyment of life, liberty and the 
ursuit of happiness, such objection might 
ot require much consideration.

There 
was considerable amount of arms and am 
munition for the United States troops stor 
ed at this place under the guard of troops 
composing this camp. Tha United State 
volunteers numbered about 750, under thi 
command of Capt. Moore. The fightinj 
lasted one hour, when the rebels retreated 
Meantime, Capt. Moore having been rein 
forced by about 150 men from Centralia 
Iowa, on the opposite side of the river, gave 
chase after the rebels for about a mile am 
a half, killing one of their number, and tak 
ing 18 prisoners ; also capturing 31 horse 
and two secession flags. Several rebel 
wounded in the chase : after the battle six 
or eight rebels found dead on the field. In 
the afteruoon a bearer of a rebel flag o 
truce to the Union camp admitted that the 
carried away over 14 killed, and as mac 
more were wounded and missing. The reb 
els were led by Martin Green, brother o 
ex-Senator Jim Green. Of the Union men 
3 were killed and 8 wounded. Athens is 
small town in extreme northeast Missouri 
on Des Moines river, 25 to 30 miles west o 
Keokuk. It is reported that the Union for 
ces, having been further reinforced by 50 
to 600 troops from Iowa, have taken u 
their line of march on Monday night in pur 
suit of the rebels.

The capital safe, what is next to be done ? 


Peace is rendered more than ever impossi- 
ble by the victory of the enemy. They now 
boast that they will hem us in within this 
ten miles square ; and in our streats and 
public places, in the hotels and houses of 
iongress—yes, even in our pulpits—they 
tieap scorn upon the flag of our fathers, de- 
ride the lessons of the revolution, attack 
;he constitution and insolently defy the pub- 
lic authorities. Mr. Breckenridge threat- 
ens the president from his place in the sen- 
ate, surpasses Rhett and Yancey in the vi- 
lence of his denunciations of the prepara- 
tions to preserve the government, and open- 
ly visits the secession prisoners in our jails, 
holding familiar conversation with them.— 
Mr. Vallandingham obediently follows his 
example in the house. I know that in many 
private aesidences in this city these demon- 
strations are applauded, and the defeat of 
our army celebrated with ecstatic saturna- 
lias. These parties are not alone hostile to 
all free government, not merely the infuriat- 
ed foes of the United States,' but they are 
inflated with; the belief that the war com- 
menced upon the authorities of the govern- 
ment, will close in their complete triumph. 
When the federal power is fully restored at 
this point, and when the majesty of the law 
can no longer be insulted with impunity, it 
will be the first duty of the president and of 
Gen. McClellan to root out all covert and 
overt treason from every community over 
which the flag of our country is permitted 
to float, beginning with Washington.

PROOF THAT THE REBELS WERE BEATEN. 


—The secession correspondent of the Louis- 
ville Courier, " Se De Kay," after describ- 
ing Beauregard's discovery that Tyler's at- 
tack on the centre of the rebel position was 
only a feint, says the troops were marched 
at double .quick to that part of the field 
" from which he had been driven back some 
two miles. Now came the tug of war.— 
The fortunes of the day were evidently 
against us. Some of our best officers were 
slain, and the flower of our army lay strewn 
on the field, ghastly in death or gaping with 
wounds. At noon the cannonading is de- 
scribed as terrific. It was an incessant 
roar for more than two hours. The havoc 
and devastation at this time being fearful. 
McDowell was just in the act of possessing 
himself of the railway to Richmond. Then 
all would have been lost. But most oppor- 
tunely, I may say providentially, at this 
juncture, Gen. Johnston, with the remnant 
of his division, re-appeared and made one 
other desperate struggle to obtain the van- 
tage ground. Now hope again dawned up- 
on us," &c. Then came the strange retreat 
and panic on our side. 


Next in order, we select (from a special 


despatch to the Charleston Mercury,) the 
account of the death of Gen. Bee, who was 
in command of the South Carolinians at 
the point above described by the Louisville 
correspondent. " The brunt of the morn- 
ing's battle was sustained by his (Bee's) 
command until half past twelve o'clock.— 
Overwhelmed by superior numbers, and 
compelled to yield to a fire that swept every- 
thing before it, Gen. Bee rode up and down 
his lines, encouraging his troops, by every- 
thing that was dear to them to stand up and 
repel the tide that threatened them with 
destruction. 
At last—his own brigade 


dwindled to a mere handful, with every field 
officer killed or disabled—he rode up to 
Gen.'Jackson and said:" General, they 
are beating us back." Here follows a de- 
scription of Gen. Bee's last charge and 
death, which not bearing on the point we 
desire to develope, is omitted. 


Such are the accounts of the battle of 


Manassas, written from the battle-field to 
Louisville, Richmond; and to Charleston, 
by the rebels themselves. A fair study of 
them, as narrated by these southern wit- 
nesses, instead of having a depressing ef- 
fect, should inspire our soldiers with confi- 
dence, and have a cheering effect upon the 
Union cause. 
They prove that " the flower 


of the southern army" were " beaten back 
two miles," until " the result hung tremb- 
ling in the balance;" or, as described by 
another, until " the fortunes of the day were 
against" them ; that the rebels were" com- 
pelled to yield before a fire that swept every- 
thing before it, and threatened destruction 
to them,;'.', that McDowell was nearly pos- 
sessed of the railway to Richmond," when 
" all would have been lost;" that ", large 
numbers" of the rebels " were leaving 
the field, exhausted by the long 'strug- 
gle, and bringing the most gloomy reports;" 
and finally, that Johnson, in the agony of 
spirit exacted by his apparent discomfit- 
ure, exclaimed : " Oh, for four regiments!" 
and nothing but the opportune and unex- 
pected arrival of these, saved the rebel 
army from destruction. 


"Well, Mr. J., how did you get through 


the 4th ?" " Oh, very well indeed, Lut it 
was the 5th that troubled me."

Overland to California. 


SILVER CREEC BBAXCH, July 20. 


We have been encamped at this point the 


last five days, to recruit our animals. We 
leave here to-morrow morning for Great 
Salt Lake City, which is twenty five or sev- 
en miles distant. I drove to the city three 
days figo, to do some business and make ar- 
rangements for stopping there two nights. 
We hired the Church Corral,—bought hay 
for fifteen dollars per ^on. All kinds of 
grain are one price, from oats to wheat, 
$1,60 per bushel. 


The valley looks small to me, and ap- 


pears to be overrun with settlers. All of 
the little fertile patches in the canons are 
settled by the poor. I think it a hard place 
for poor people. 


The road from here to the city, one half 


of the way, follows down the most dismal 
canons. After leaving their month, which 
is four miles from the city, we travel over a 
gravelly beach, and when coming in sight 
of the city, it looks as if it sat in a marsb ; 
but on nearing it we find it on an elevation 
of dry soil, watered by streams from the 
mountains, which are in close proximity to 
the city. 


Their tops in spots are ever covered with 


snow. Water runs in the gutters of the 
principal streets, which are regularly laid 
out, and very wide. All the city lots, ex- 
cept in the most business part, contain one 
acre, consequently it covers considerable 
ground. I should judge there might be six 
thousand inhabitants. The buildings are 
mostly one story and very common, mainly 
built of adobe bricks, although there are 
some wood buildings. 


Brigham has two large and rather fine 


houses, standing side by side after the Goth- 
ic order, with a large lion laying on the bal- 
lustrade of the portico over the front door. 
The same animal is on their coin, and I 
find them quite English in all of their views. 


Brigbam's city property is fenced with a 


high, solid wall, containing a number of 
acres, on the most elevated part of the city, 
in which are extensive mechanic shops, such 
as blacksmith, carriage, &c. 
, Our horses and cattle are all doing well, 
and we havfj reason to anticipate a success- 
ful trip. 


We have had little or no sickness except 


a moral one, which some are never rid of, 
but we have got rid of such as are the most 
diseased.

GREEN BAY FLIES.—For twenty years— 


and that is about as long as we know any- 
thing of Green Bay, comes within one of it 
—we have never seen the Green Bay flies 
iy so densely and ao far as they did last 
Wednesday night. At our dormitory on 
Astor Heights, and three "blocks from the 
river, they were in such myriads and mass- 
es at sunset, as positively to intermit the 
vision at a distance of ten or fifteen rods. 
Windows were completely shaded, doors 
choked up, shrubbery overborne, and trees 
swayed down by them. At the old Astor 
Eonse, twenty years ago, we saw three 
wheelbarrow loads carted from the front 
30rch of a morning; but then they were 
ionfined to the front street nearly, and did 
not exceed the flight of last night, in their 
most prolific issues.—Bay City \Fress. 


One who has not witnessed the phenom- 


enon above referred to, can scarcely form a 
conception of the countless myriads of these 
insects which throng the banks of the river 
at Green Bay, for two weeks or so in the 
latter part of July. 


The Green Bay fly is a large, brown in- 


sect, the body being about an inch and a 
jalf long, with two antennas projecting 
:rom each eud, obliquely upward and about 
.he length of the body. They never eat 
anything, but come with their stock of pro- 
visions ior life bound up in their skins, and 
grow smaller instead of larger. As their 
provisions spend, they shrink and crawl out 
jf their skins, to their very toes, and leave 
;hem stifling to the walls and trees to 
which they make fast for the purpose.— 
They are generally on the wing between 
sunset and dusk, rarely progressing more 
than 50 or 100 yards from the river brink. 


They are so noiseless on the wing, that 


you cannot hear a single fly at. a distance of 
a foot from the ear, and yet when fluttering 
in full force, by these almost infinite num- 
bers, they produce a sound like that of a 
merry breeze in a tree top.
